Although Borough Council members showed reluctance to abandon 


the plan to resurface Fourth avenue at the present time, there was 
little support given the resolution when it was learned at Monday 
night's meeting, that money for the work is not available. 


After consideration of the single bid for the project, G. H. Kline- 


stiver, chairman of the streets committee, offered a resolution that 
it be accepted. Keystone Construction Company of Meadville, with 
a bid of $26,905.00, offered to do the actual street resurfacing at a 
cost of $19,305 to the borough and $7,600 to the New York Central for 
work to be done on and resurfacing of its right-of-way. Mr. Kline- 
stiver's motion was seconded by S. H. Rasmussen and was about to 
be submitted to vote when P. W.-f- 
: 


Yagge asked of Leon Laskaris, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee: 


"Do we have money to pay for 


it? Is it .in the budget?" 


"It is not!" was Mr. Laskaris' 


reply. 


"Do we have money to pay for 


paving Fourth avenue without je- 
opardizing the financial condition 
of the borough?" -was the way 
Council President W. E. Rice put 
the question, and went ahead to 
explain that he believed Council as 
a whole had been under a misap- 
prehension. Council did not under- 
stand that liquid fuel tax money 
from the County Commissioners, 
which would have paid a part of 
the outlay, was already figured in 
the budget and that If the work 
was to be done payment for' It 
would have to come out of the 
reserve fund. 


Mr. Rice said the New York Cen- 


tral railroad had been asked In 
1950 when It proposed to repair its 
right of way, and Council had 
been Informed the railroad did not 
have the money In its 1950 budget.

It is for convenience, primarily, that we lump 


those weeks between August and October into a 
month and call it September. We like a tidy calen- 
dar. 
But September is actually a season in itself, a 


time of transition, of beginnings and endings and 
changes so swift and subtle that the eye and ear can 
scarcely take them in. 


September is simmering days ful of cicadas, 


and coolish nights loud with katydids. It is cool 
days with migrant birds busy in the coloring tree- 
tops, and warm nights when tree crickets are busy. 
It is zinnias and marigolds spectacular, and chrysan- 
themums fattening bud; it is ironweed going to seed, 
and goldenrod on all the hillsides and asters where 
daisies and buttercups were so lush day before yes- 
terday. It is the fragrance of late honeysuckle and 
the ripening of bittersweet berries. 


September is the return of the native from distant 


parts, a reluctant settling down to the year's occupa- 
tions. It is a final trim to the lawn and the hedge. 
It is the tank of apples ripening, the skittering of 
leaves in the gusty wind. It is rain in the night, 
and the threat of storm and hurricane; and it is late 
fog and early glint to the night skies.

'Gavel Man' Spender May 
Curb Soviets at Peace Treaty

CAN FRANCISCO—(NEA)—The man whose Job it wiU be to gavel 


the Japanese peace treaty through to a successful signing—and 
more or less on time—is the Hon. Percy C. Spender, K. C., Australian 
ambassador to the U. S. The K. C. stands for King's Counsel. 


Ambassador Spender was picked early as a likely vice chairman for 


the conference. U. S. Secretary of State Dean Acheson is the perma- 
nent chairman. But for working meetings when the debate is running 
hot and heavy, the job of presiding will be given to the vice chairman. 


It is probably the most important role of the conference. The floor 


fight will be between treaty architect John Foster Dulles and wrecking 
superintendent Andrei Gromyko. But so much depends on rulings of 
the chair. Who is recognized to speak? What motions are in or out 
of order? To make rapid decisions on such fine points takes a mmble- 
witted lawyer and a skilled parliamentarian. A poor chairman could 
wreck this conference in a hurry. 


The vice chairman's big test will come over adoption of rules. De- 


bate on rules may be more important than later debate on provisions 
of the treaty proper. If Gromyko and Co. are licked on rules, they 
won't have much chance of balling up the treaty later on. 
TF these rules were railroaded to acceptance without debate, however, 
* the Russians would have a chance to make propaganda over the 
dictatorial domination of the conference by the United States. The 
delicate job of the presiding officer will be to control debate. He* must 
allow the Russians just the right amount of time to state their views. 
He must prevent a filibuster. Then he must shut off the talk at the 
psychological moment and let the conference get on with the business i 
of signing the treaty. 


With Ambassador Spender cast In this role, television audiences"who - 


follow the show may see an interesting performance. If the telecasts 
were in color, the ambassador would be revealed as pink faced, blue 
eyed, possessed of a bristling little mustache and a fine head of hair so 
sandy in color as to be almost red. He moves rapidly, with a quick 
smile and an equally quick temper. He is of medium height and 
build. He speaks what is considered in Australia as the King's English,' 
with little trace of Australian cobber or British limey accent. But it 
ain't American, neither. 
TTE was born and brought up In New South Wales and educated as a 
XJ> lawyer at University of Sydney. He got into politics in 1939 and 
was elected to Parliament as a Liberal. He rose quickly to cabinet 
status, serving as secretary of finance and the army before World War 
II. The gag of having a finance minister named Spender was never 
ignored by his opponents. 


He was out of the cabinet, though still in Parliament during the years 


when the Labor Party was in power under Herbert Evatt. But when 
the present Liberal-Country Party coalition government was formed 
after the 1949 elections, Spender came back into prominence. This 
time Prime Minister Robert Gordon Menzies made him secretary for 
external affairs. 


At home, Ambassador Spender's principal sport is surf fishing. In

I 
hav» never forgotten the thrill of 
catching my first trout. I held it 
in my hands and thought that a 
brook trout was the prettiest thing 
in the piscatorial world. It be- 
came a lure to entice me to travel 
far and wide through the county, 
discovering other streams. 'Down 
the river-1 went to Dunn-and Pres- 
ident, and Thompson Runs. And 
on the other side of the Allegheny 
to explore Charley and Hedgehog 
and Slater Runs. Out to the west 
I went to the Andrews Run at 
Pittsfield, the Blue Eye at Gar- 


out. 


saw a snake aliding out from un- 
der my foot, over my other foot 
and down into, the water. 
Af^er 


killing him, I cut off'his rattles 
and put them in my pocket. (An 
old'lady once told me that if 1 
carried the rattles I would not get 
rheumatism. There must be some- 
thing in it, for I've never had 
rheumatism!) After eating my 
lunch I turned to look at the 
snake, but he was' gone. • I had 
cut the rattles off a live snake! 


"When the treating season was 


over I took to my bicycle and ex- 
plored most of the roads of the 
county, especially liking the high- 
land roads with, their far views. 
One ride in particular stands out 
in memory. I was riding along the 
Warren-Tidioute road when I came 
to a fork about a dozen -miles from 
Warren. 
The left 
sign said: 


'Hearts Content—Four Miles.' That 
sounded good, so I went that way. 
After the four miles through the 
wcods I came out into a clearing, 
cultivated fields and .a neat white 
house, with a pretty girl standing 
on the porch. Around the next 
band in the road I met a man. 
Asking him what this place was, 
he replied, 'Hearts Content.' Lat- 


"From Clarendon I explored the 


Tionesta Creek tributaries. There 
was Four Mile and Six Mile, the 
Arnots, the Farnsworth and Wild- 
cat. The timber had not yet been 
cut on Wildcat and it was an un- 
forgettable experience to make my 
way slowly down through the for- 
est primeval, the murmuring pines 
and the hemlocks. - 


"Because the distances were con- 


siderable I used often to take two 
days to a trip, fishing up Hedge- 
hog or Slater, spending the night 
with friends I made on the Tidi- 
oute road, and then fishing down 
the Wildcat toward Clarendon. 
Those were great days, usually 
spent without companions, with 
plenty of time for observation and 
meditation. 
I quite, fell in love 


with this county, and in these late 
days I am thankful for the Alle- 
gheny Forest Reservation 
which 


will preserve these tracts for fu- 
ture generations. 


"As I recall it now after the 


lapse of these many years there 
is One thing only which I found

er the Wilkins family became my 
good friends and their home was 
one of my stopping places. 


"Hunting season came 'on in the 


Autumn and once again the forest 
trails found me seeking rabbits and 
pheasants, or looking for bears 
and hoping I would not find them! 
Those 'Blue Mondays' of the 90's 
have left imperishable memories. 
Warren county is surely one of the 
most desirable dwelling spots in 
the world. One hunting trip is 
forever remembered. I had f ollow- 
edvup Charley Run to its source 
in a huge spring at the base of a 
cliff. I noticed a green stone in 
the water, and because we have no 
green rocks around here I fished 
it out and discovered' that it Was 
a celt, the most perfectly shaped 
one I've ever seen. Some Neolithic 
man, thousands of years ago, in 
the1 Stone Age, had shaped it 'by 
patient toil and used it for his 
various * purposes. 
For the past 


half century it has been a paper 
weight on my desk. 


"Along with my discovery of 


places there came a discovery of 
privileges. One day a message 
came from a man in Pleasant 


DR. ARTHUR B. McCORMICK 


Township, 'Come over here and 
preach to us heathen'. 
I went. 


After supper in his house we start- 
ed through the woods for that lit- 
tle -school house on the Warren- 
Tidioute road just beyond the end 
of the black top. 
His twelve year 


old boy seemed very much excited, 


running and shouting, now ahead, ' 
now behind us. I said to the fa- 
ther, 'What's exciting the young- 
ster?' He replied, 'He has never 
been to a religious meeting.' 


"In the congregation that night 


I was attracted by the eyes of a 
woman with an intelligent face. 


After the service she came to me 
and said, 'I am Mrs. Mowris from 
Watson Township. Will you come 
and preach to us. I am 
from 


Scotland and am hungry for Pres- 
byterian preaching.' 
So 1 went 


there, and found an entire 
com- 


munity gathered together. 
They 


asked me to keep coming so I com- 
bined my fishing-hunting trips 
with my preaching services, with 
the Mowris home as my lodging 
place. There were other services 
in the Pleasant Twp. school, and 
at Limestone farther along the 
road, and also at Hearts Content. 


"Of course I had to preach wear- 


ing the clothes with which I was 
dressed for the day's sport. Some 
years afterwards a man came and 
asked to be received 
into 
the 


church, saying, 'I began to think 
about religion when I saw you 
preaching in your gum boots.' 


"I added still another place to 


my missionary labors—Dunn's Ed- 
dy—going there every other Sun- 
day afternoon. 
I should remark 


that I never charged for these ser- 
vices and did not take up collec- 
tions. 
One of my Dunn's Eddy 


men had missed several services. 
Meeting him one day on the R. R. 
track I "stopped him and took him 
to task for his absences. His re- 
ply was, 'I tell you, parson, I don't 
like to go to church where there 
ain't no collection. When I go to 
meetin' I want to put a nickle in 
the hat—not every Sunday, but 
once in a while." 


"When I became pastor at North 


Warren, with the chaplaincy of the 
State Hospital a part of my work, 
I began to find it out of the ques- 
tion to carry on my missionary 
labors. 
A 
full-time 
missionary 


was needed. George Henderson 
came over from Erie and together 


we started out to raise the money 
for a missionary. 
Our first call 


was upon H. A. Jamieson at the 
Venturetown 
refinery. 
He said 


that it was a good idea and that 
he would be glad to give fifty 
dollars a year towards it. Encour- 
aged by that we came to Warren 
and found other helpers, the Wet- 
mores, Mrs. Henry. Mrs. Watson, 
and many others, so that soon we 
had raised our quota. 


"Then we had to find a man 


for the field. After trying one or 
two men from a distance I became 
acquainted with a young man here 
in Warren who was walking up to 
Hemlock every Sunday afternoon 
to conduct a Sunday school. I of- 
fered him the post of missionary 
for the whole county and he ac- 
cepted " it. 
He did a wonderful 


work, be^ng so* successful that he 
was chosen to be district secretary 
of the American Sunday School 
Union. Later he studied for and 
became a minister of the church. 
When *he retired, like myself, he 
chose Warren to be his home in 
his declining days. You know him 
—the Rev. Frank Kehrli. No doubt 
if here he would join with me in 
praising Warren count}' as the 
best county in the world."
